CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 22— 


,| Two hundred workers at the Bender 


Body Co. won an important partial 
victory after a four-day strike here, 
when the company was forced to 


concede a 10 to 15 per cent increase 


ih wages, a 48-hour week, fixed rates 
of pay, and pay for time spent by 
foremen to prepare the work. The 
boss agreed to deal with the shop 
committee on any grievances that 
may occur. 


A union was formed inside the 
plant, whieh two-thirds of the work- 
ers joined. The strike is the first in 
ten years in this company. Many 
of the workers did not feel suffitient- 
ly confident to hold out for the full 
demands ahd returned to work on 
Monday. 

The strike committee then decided 
to compromise on the original de- 
mands which wete for a 33 per cent 
increase ahd a 44-hour week, which 
might have been won. After the or- 
ganization in the shop becomes 
strengthened, the workers intend to 
fight to raise their wages to meet 
the increased cost of living. 4 

A good spirit prevailed among the 
strikers, whe agreed to accept the 
partial victory and return to work.

Price of Bread To Rise 

The processing tax is fixed at 30 
cents a bushel. The tax, which is to 
be passed on to the consumers 
amounts to 70.4 cents a hundred 
pounds of flour. It will enable the 
grain trust, holding enormous sur- 
pluses, to unload inside the country 
at a profit so they can dump below 
the cost of production on the world 
market. The price of small loaves of 
bread will rise one-half cent and 
large loaves one cent. 

At the same time the poor farmer 
will not benefit thereby because the 
little he would receive from the proc- 
essimg tax will be more than eaten 
up by increased prices he must pay 
for every kind of product he must 
buy. 

This shows further sharpening of 
the world struggle between the capi- 
talist powers, with the toiling masses 
hearing the burdens.
